timate in the hands of the council, 
together wit^i the action taken by 
the meeting:. 


According to the estimate of the en- 


gineers. U will cost the city $137,378.00 
to eliminate the grade crossings at 
Second, Third. Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
streets, and place the subways in po- 
sition. This is 35 per cent of the total 
cost, the balance. $255,131.00 is assess- 
ed against the railroad companies, the 
total cost of the improvement being 
J392.509.00. 


Before the improvement 's positive- 


ly assured, it is necessary to get the 
city council to approve of the proposed 
plans and submit them to the railroad 


ompanies for their approval or re- 
jection. In case the railroad compan- 
ies reject the proposition, the- matter 
may be brought to the attention of the 
common pleas court which may ap- 
prove of the plans and declare the 'm- 
provement necessary and order .tfiie 
railroads to abide by the decision and 
assist in the execution of the plans. 


The plans provide for the lowering 


of the streets named above, on an av- 
erage of nine feet and the tracks rais- 
ed probably on an average of four feet. 
This will give a clearance from the 
street level to the lowest point of the 
bridge an average of 13 feet. 


This will 'nvolve the construction of 


numerous retaining walls to take care 
of the vast amount of filling which 
will be required to raise the railroad 
tracks to the required level. 


The Pennsylvania passenger station 


will have to be raised about four feet 
and the freight station seven feet, so 
the company will require elevators to 
handle their baggage and freight. 


The railroad companies will have the

Dover was greatly affected by the 


new turn in the case.

one of tbe boys who climbed 


the pole and was the individual who 
placed the rope over the peg on the 
telegraph pole. 
He said that the 


only reason that would justify a sus- 
pended reformatory sentence was the 
mental irresponsibility of the boy. 


Judge Nicholas gave the boy a 


suspended reformatory sentence on 
condition that the father place his 
son under the care of a medical ex- 
pert in mental and nervous diseases. 
The father agreed to do this. 


Weldon Denny, age 19, was 
in 


court and the prosecutor stated that 
he did not feel that the state ha.l 
sufficient evidence against the de- 
fendant to warrant bringing the c&se 
to trial. 
He asked that the indict- 


ment be nolled and the defendant 
dismissed. 
He said that they hail 


evidence to show that Denny was in 
the crowd but that they had little 
evidence to connect him with active 
participation in the lynching. 


The court ordered the indictment 


nolled and the defendant dismissed. 
He stepped from within the bar en- 
closure and greeted his mother and 
sisters and other relatives who were 
overjoyed over his discharge. 


Elmer Seary, age 19, through his 


attorney, entered a formal plea of 
guilty to manslaughter and said that 
while the defendant 
had 
been 
in 


court charged with a felony, he had 
not been convicted but pleaded guilty 
to petit larceny. 
Prosecutor Smythe 
stated that Seary was under a sus- 
pended sentence to the reformatory 
on this charge. 
He further state 
that Seary was the lad who climbeo? 
the pole and handed 
the 
rope 
to 


Schoeller after the latter had drop- 
ped it while climbing the pole. 
The 


court stated that in view of the fact 
that the defendant had already vio- 
lated the conditions under which his 
former sentence was suspended that 
he had no other course to pursue 
than to order that sentence carried 
out. 
He therefore gave the lad an 


indeterminate sentence to the 
re- 


formatory. 
He urged the lad to 


write him frequently as to his prog- 
ress while in the institution. 


Clarence Mulligan, was the next 


defendant brought to the attention 
of the court. The indictment against 
Mulligan charged him with assault 
and battery, riot and first degree 
murder. 
He pleaded guilty to the 


first two charges and was fined last 
fall. 


The prosecutor stated that Mulli- 


gan was one of those who assaulted 
Etherington at the park. He furth- 
er stated that there had always been 
some doubt in the minds of counsel 
for the state as to Mulligan's con- 
nection with the lynching. 
He said 


that they believed that their witness, 
on whose testimony Mulligan was in- 
dicted, was mistaken. That the wit- 
ness was testifying about another 
man whom he believed -was Mulligan. 


He said that the witness had made 


frequent trips to the jail to establish 
the identity of Mulligan and that 
after the last trip he had reported 
that he was not sure that he was 
right. 
Mr. Smythe further stated 
that he believed that the state had 
the man to whom the witness refer- 
red, now in custody in the jail. He 
asked that the indictment be nolled 
and the defendant dismissed. 


The court so ordered and Mulli- 


gan was released from custody." 


Joe Bush, under indictment for 


first degree murder, and who turned 
state's evidence at the Bolton trial 
at Mt. Vernon, was the last defen- 
dant to be brought into court. 
He 


formally pleaded guilty 
to 
man- 


slaughter and was given an inde- 
terminate sentence in the Mansfield 
reformatory. 


In the case of Schoeller it would 


have been necessary for the lad to 
remain in the custody of the sheriff 
tmtil certain papers could be sent to 
Mansfield, certified to, and returned, 
but the court placed him in the cus- 
tody of his attorney, Mr. Fltzgibbon, 
and he left the court room practical- 
ly free from custody. 


Most of those who witnessed the 


impressive scenes in the court room- 
were satisfied with the action of the 
court. 
In fact, those who held the 


opposite opinions, were in the min- 
ority. 
Judge Nicholas in his state- 


ment from the bench before sentenc- 
ing Sutley and in his opinions and 
sentences upon those defendants who 
followed Sutley to the bar of justice 
impressed all that he was trying to ' 
view the 'cases fairly and disposed j 
of them with the idea of correcting I 
the offenders rather than that of 
avenging the law. 


His action in the Schoeller case 


was taken with the idea of correct- 
Ing a condition for which the young 
mkn was not responsible. He refer- ! 
re(\ to a case which had come before ; 
hint in Holmes county in which a 
defendant, deficient mentally, was 
placed under the care of a physician 
and was developing into a worthy 
man. 
He believed it might work in 


the case of Schoeller.
